I. The record shows that some embodiments have been added into some claims. However, 
applicant fails to clearly and precisely point out a support for each of the newly added 
embodiments by page and line in the specification. Applicant also fails to state that no new 
matter is added in the amendment. If a new mater is found, please see the authority stated in 
Tronzo v. Biomet Inc., 41 USPQ2d 1403. 

II. The amendment filed 15 December 2003 is objected to under 35 U.S.C 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: 

Especially see claim 1 with the new added embodiments: 

(1) "to a controlled level", 

(2) "the outer container having. . . in the hydraulic cylinder" 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

III. Claim 1 (and its dependent claims 2-7, 9-10 and 21-23 for the same reason) are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description 
requirement.
